Bell  Boasts  Tradition'

When  the  Intercollegiate 
Knights  break  ground  Wednseday 
at  7 p.m.  for  the  “Old  Y Bell” 
Tower,  it  will  signal  the  begin- 
ning of  the  end  of  71  years  of 
wandering  for  the  bell. 

The  project,  which  was  con- 
ceived in  1949,  will  be  carried  to 
its  conclusion  this  year  and  the 
bell  will  be  permanently  enthron- 
ed near  the  top  of  the  steps  lead- 
ing down  to  the  fieldhouse. 

History  of  the  “Old  Y Bell,”  also 
called  the  victory  bell,  is  some- 
what clouded  and  .has  been  con- 
fused with  several  other  bells 


j were  seated  in  the  rafters  over 
j the  playing  floor.  It  also  signaled 
I victories  later  when  the  team 
, played  in  the  Women’s  Gym. 

! It  pealed  when  BYU  entered 
its  first  national  basketball  tour- 
nament and  many  times  applaud- 
ed the  winning  of  local  confer- 
ences. 

Then  the  bell  cracked.  There 
was  a period  of  silence  during 
World  War  II,  while  it  hung  mute 
and  dusty  in  the  old  bell  tower. 
In  1949  the  IK's  discovered  the 
bell  and  resurrected  it. 

Its  crack  was  mended  and  it 
was  mounted  on  its  present  trail- 
er base.  It  has  remained  in  this 


j mobile  state  for  .nine  years,  with 
j the  IK’s  wheeling  it  hither  and 
yon  for  football  and  basketball 
games. 

This  account  of  the  bell’s  his- 
tory was  garnered  from  IK  scrap- 
books and  interviews  with  T.  Earl 
Pardoe  of  the  alumni  assn.,  and 
Newbern  I.  Butt,  of  the  historical 
department. 

And  now  the  present.  The  bell 
will  have  a permanent  home.  It  is 
appropriate  that  the  initial  step  in 
the  construction  of  the  tower  take 
place  during  the  “Spirit  of  the 
Y”  Week.  The  old  bell  is  one  of 
the  few  original  physical  embodi- 
ments of  the  “Spirit  of  the  Y.”

. ness,  a used  bell  from  a railroad 
engine  was  procured  and  used  to 
6ignal  .hourly  class  changes  and

funds  to  buy  a large  cast  iron  bell  pnV  in  the  Smith  Fieldhouse 
which  was  hung  in  the  tower  of  Smith  Family  Living  Center.
